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A WHITE-FLOWERED FORM OF IRIS LACUSTRIS 
FROM ONTARIO. In an open dune hollow within fifty 
yards of the shoreline north of MeNab Point in Bruce 
County, Ontario, a white-flowered form of the Dwarf Lake 
Iris, Iris lacustris Nutt., was discovered amongst a few 
hundred blooming plants of the typical form. 

It is proposed that this new form be named Iris lacustris 
Nutt, forma albiflora Cruise & Catling, forma nova; differ! 
forma typica quad flores albos non caeruleos habet. 

Presently known only from the type collection.
